This office action is responsive to communications filed 08/21/2006. 
Claims 1,3-6 and 8-10 and 14 are pending. 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1,3-6 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Each of the independent claims 1 and 6 recites the limitation " a regulator valve" 
in line 3 that is a double inclusion of the regulator valve recited in line 1 of the respective 
claims. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as anticipated by 
Zlokovitz (US 5,047,965). 

5. Zlokovitz discloses a pressure loaded pilot valve system (Fig. 1, for example) 
comprising a pressure loaded pilot valve (12) coupled to a regulator valve (11) that is 
connecting an inlet line (13) and outlet line (14), the pilot valve having a spring (24) that 
determines the set point of the system and a control pressure applied to the pilot valve 
assembly that opens the pilot valve as the fluid pressure i.e. control pressure (applied 
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via (28)). A servo control assembly (29) is disclosed that includes an electronic control 
unit (41) that is operatively coupled to the exhaust line via (28,12, 27). A pressure 
sensor (45) is. connected to the loading line (28). A supply pressure solenoid (34) id 
disclosed. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zlokovitz 
as applied to claims 1, 3 and 5 above, and further in view of Yonnet (US 5,460,196). 

The patent to Zlokovitz discloses the claimed invention with the exception of 
explicitly disclosing an exhaust pressure solenoid. Zlokovitz discloses a solenoid valve 
(34) that supplies the pressure to the pilot valve and the solenoid valve is also coupled 
to a vent (50, 51). 

Yonnet '196 discloses an exhaust solenoid (36) that is coupled to an electronic 
control unit for the purpose of being able to controllably discharge excess pressure from 
the supply line to the pilot valve. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have provided in Zlokovitz an exhaust pressure solenoid that is 
coupled to the electronic control unit for the purpose of being able to controllably 
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discharge excess pressure from the supply line to the pilot valve, as evident from 
Yonnet'196. 

8. Claims 8-10 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
